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CHOLERA IN INDIA. 
Hew Mahomedans Seek to Avert tite 


Dread Plague. 
During the past century cholera has 
made frequent ravages in India, 


which this year also has crept into 
the valley silently along with the 
Hindu pilgrims, ash-besmeared fa- 
kirs. little children, men and women 
from every part of India on their way 
up to the sacred caves of Amarnat 
—which are situated in the enow- 
covered mountains at the top of the 
valley—either by the pass over the 
Pir Panjal range or along the 125 
miles of road which leads here from 
the nearest railroad station, Rawal 
Pindi, in the Punjab. 

Despatches describe the methods to 


| avert the cholera adopted by these 


semi-developed Mahomedans, who 
have many superstitions, more of a 
Hindu character than in accordanece 
with the faith they profess to follow. 

A small party of men and women 
parade up and down following some 
leaders with a long pole from the top 
of which flutters a small triangular 
flag, the very shape of which is Hin.

PROFIT IN BREEDING 
B00D BIG HORSES, 


In breeding horses sound parents are 
necessary for the production of sound 
offspring. Soundness in one parent 
should not be trusted to eliminate un- 
soundness in the other, says the Kan- 
sas Farmer, One or both may buve 
beauty of form, and the resultant prog- 
eny may likewise be beautiful, but 
mere beauty is of little value unless 
associated with soundness and good 
wearing qualities, That “like pro 
duces like’ is the well known law ia 
breeding. The use of unsound stal. 
lions and mares in breeding opera: 
tions, whether for the market or for 
farm stock, will produce unsouné 
horses to offer on the market for the 
small, discriminating prices paid for 
such animals or with the equally un 
satisfactory result of raising horses 
thdt are hardly worth their keep, 

An unsound stallion, no matter how, 
handsome in conformation, how we. 
he may be bred or how many prizes 
he may have won, should be overlook- 
ed positively by the owner of a good 
mare, Transmissible diseases in a stal- 
lion wil! develop in the offspring. The 
stud requisites in the main afe souné 
eyes, hearing and wind. Spavins, 
sidebones, ringbones, stringhalt, St. 
Vitus dance (chorea) and contagious 
diseases must be religiously guarde& 
against. A certificate of soundness 
signed by a qualified and reputable 
veterinarian would not be more than 
a reasonable demand from the breeder. 

This, however, is but one side of 
the matter. The mare must also be

sound. Among other things, a worn- 
out, maimed, blind, halt or otherwise 
unsound mare, no matter how good 
she has been, is not fit for breeding 
purposes, on the basis that “she is 
good for nothing else.” This policy is 
not only absurd, but costly. 

The draft borse is par excellence the 
horse for the farmer to raise. Only 
the blood of the best draft breeds and 
the heaviest and best boned stallions. 
are suitable. Even then the demand 
for extreme weights necessitates the 
use of large mares that are good milk- 
ers. In no other way can colts be pro- 
duced with sufficient bone and feeding 
quality to attain the size and finish 
demanded by the markets, Even then, 
as before stated, the youngsters must 
be supplied with the best of feed in 
large amounts from the very first. 
Only the best blood must be used, and 
then every effort must be made tc 
keep the horse gaining from the first 
if he is to top the market. 


Origin of Polled Jerseys. 

It Is said that the first Polled Jer- 
sey, Daisy 1., was taken as a calf from 
Lebanon, N. H.. to Newark. O. She 
was the granddaughter of a polled 
cow, said to have been imported from 
the island of Jersey by Professor Had- 
dock. United witha horned bull, this 
cow produced a daughter named Jose, 
an animal with small horns, which, 
from a horned Jersey bull, brought 
forth Daisy. This variety first attract- 
ed attention in 1901. when a Polled 
Jersey.

London.—Copies of the report on the 
cost of living in American cities based 
on inquiries made in 28 representa- 
tive towns by officials of the British 
board of trade, were circulated in par- 
liament recently. 

The report of 533 pages covers ques- 
tions of the working classes, includ- 
ing housing, retail prices of commodi- 
ties and rates of wages in States, com- 
piled for purposes of comparison with 
the condition of workers in Great 
Britain and other countries. 

The conclusions reached are ‘‘The 
cost of food and rent combined is 52 
per cent. greater in the United 
States than in England and Wales, 
but these heavier relative charges on 
the working class income have been 
met with weekly wages, which are as 
230 to 100.” 

The report adds that this ratio of 
money earnings is more than two and 
one-fourth times as great as in Eng- 
land and Wales, and ‘‘Makes possible 
a command of necessaries, conveni- 
ences, and minor luxuries of life that 
is both nominally and really greater 
than that enjoyed by a corresponding 
class in this country, although the ef- 
fective margin in practice is curtailed 
by the scale of expenditure, to some 
extent necessary and to some extent 
voluntarily adopted in aeccordinace 
with the different and higher stand- 
ard of material comfort.” 

The report notes that although hab- 
it of spending is greater in America 
than in England, and although the 
American is naturally more extrava- 
gant and great wastefulness often re- 
sults, it is a fact that those who de- 
sire to exercise strength of will and 
foresight can save more easily in the 
States than in England because of the 
larger income. In the matter of the 
hours of skilled workers in the build- 
ing trades those in America have an 
advantage of about six hours weekly 
compared to the English, and the un- 
skilled have an advantage of about 
3 3-4 hours. 

American compositors work about 
48 hours weekly as compared to 52'% 
hours for the English compositor. In 
the ‘engineering trades, on the other 
hand, American hours exceed English 
by three hours weekly. 

Those who favor a tariff for Great 
Britain= make. greet capital of- the re- 
port, claiming it is’a positive proof of 
the advantage of protection.

BRITISH LAND ARMS IN MEXICO 


But the Insurgents Which Were Ex- 
pected Did Not Arrive and 
British Withdrew 
Washington, D. C.—A force of thirty 
men and a Maxim gun from the Brit- 
ish man-of-war Shearwater were land- 
ed at San Quinton, Mexico, to pro- 
tect that town against a threatened 

attack of insurgents. 

The revolutionary movement, how- 
ever, did not materialize and the Brit- 
ishers and the gun were withdrawn. 
This, the first actual landing of for- 
eign forces on Mexicna soil in connec- 
tion with the present revolution was 
reported to the state department re- 
cently in a telegram from American 
Consul Schmucker at Ensenada. The 
telegram did not state just when the 
landing oecurred. . When all danger 
had passed the Shearwater sailed for 
Ensenada, and its commander advised 
the American consul of the action he 
had taken at San Quinten for the safe- 
ty of the town. San Quinten is a port 
of lower California about 125 miles 
south of Ensenada.

The department has had two rang- 
ers tHere all winter who report that it 
was the hardest cold period in years, 
temperatures of 50 and 60 degrees be- 
low zero being the rule. 

It is of much importance for the 
future of the railway, for could fires 
be prevented, the timber in that dis- 
trict would be quite valuable. 

The party to be sent to Peace River 
country will be headed by D. R. Cam- 
eron and it, as is the case with the 
others which will go to eastern Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, will deter- 
mine what portions of the country 
should be set aside as forest reserves. 
Organization of the new Rocky Moun- 
tain reserve has begun, Mr. Edge- 
combe, of the department, having left 
a few days ago to commence it. 

Mr. Knechtel, Dominion inspector 
of reserves, is now in Calgary organiz- 
ing a fire ranging force to protect it. 
Trails will be cut through and eventu- 
ally telephones installed. A survey 
will also be made of Porcupine hills 
at the south end of the Rockies, 
which, it is considered should form 
part of the new reserve.

He is one of the Dom- 
inion’s most valued civil servants—so 
valuable indeed that the United States 
has coveted him for some years, and 
has made him more than one tempt- 
ing offer to leave his multifarious du- 
ties at Ottawa for larger-salaried posi- 
tions across the line. The C.M.G, just 
bestowed is but a smail recognition of 
the splendid services he has rendered 
to the Department of Agriculture as 
both advisory and executive head of 
the growing live stock branch. 

Born in Peebleshire, Scotland, the 
son of a Scotch clergyman, he came 
to Canada in 1875, at the age of eigh-

teen: years. He went to the West, 
made good, and in 1892 was elected 
to the Manitoba Legislature.

“You no doubt have observed. the 
lily white complexion of some women, 
These women are sacrificing yeats of 
their lives for that beautifu! skin w 
the use of arsenic,” said D. V. Duval, 
a chemist, of Manchester, Eng. 

It is a well-known fact that thou- 


‘sands of women in a!l countries of the 


world use the poison in small quan- 
tities to bleach their skin. Tt is an 
effective means of whitening and 
clearing the complexion, but the com- 
plexion given by its use has no per- 
manency unless the absorption of the 
drug be continued, : 

“Arsenic, as science has long. toid 
us, is an accumulative poison. When 
one takes it either by prescription for 
the upbuilding of an appetite or for 
the bleaching of the skin he does not 
feel any ill effects for several years. 
The effect of the drug is bracing and 
makes a per.von feel like eating. It 
also aids the digestion. The average 
user of the poison takes it in such 
small quantities that he does not rea- 
lize how much of it will accumulate 
in his system in the course of four or 
five years. 

“Being an accumulative poison it 
often takes that length of time to see 
the results of the drug. Then the 
user may compiain of not being abie 
to control his fingers or toes. Subze- 
juently he loses control of his hands 
and arms. Arsenical poisoning is the | 
result. 

“Five years ago in Manchester there 
was an epidemic of paralysis, Sev- 
eral thousands of persons were strik- 
en. Several hundred died and the 
medical profession of England made u 
thorough investigation of the malady 
and traced it to beer. The investiga- 
tors discovered that the brewers were 
using a glucose in the brewing of 
their product which was found to con- 
tain a smal! quantity of arsenic. This 
drug, imbibed in small quantities in 
beer, had gradually accumulated in 
the bodies of thousands of persons, 
had impoverished their blood and left 
a great percentage of them helpless.”

Sandwich Golf Club Has Bought the 


Prince Homestead. 


The town of Sandwich has long 
been distinguished as a place of beau- 
ty as well as for its historical inter- 
est, and one of the most lovely, as 
well as the most interesting spots in | 
been secured for 
the new golf and country club, in 
which many men from Windsor and 
Detroit are interested. The Oak Ridge 
Golf Club was formed some ten years 
ago and had a nine-hole course on 
rented property below Sandwich, but 
as a long lease could not be obtained 


perty and purchase grounds where 
permanent improvements might be 
made with some confidence that such 
expenditure would not be wasted. 
With this in view an option was se- 
cured on fifty-six acres of the Park 
Farm, and a stock company was in- 
corporated and sufficient stock sub- 


towatds laying out a golf course and 
fitting up a clubhouse. The credit | 
of originating this acheme and suc- 
cussfully carrying it through is due 
to Mr. R. M. Morton, and sharehold- 
ers are congratulating themselves on 
having made such a good purchase, 
for in a few years this property will 
be worth double the money expended. 
This venture will alter one of the 
most romantic places in western On- 
tario, for Park Farm was long ago 
the home of Col. John Prince, .eon- 
spicuous for his forceful conduct dur- 
ing the Patriot rebellion in 1838, and 
particularly that part of it which 
culminated in the battle of Windsor, 
where, as Col. Prince’s official report 
states, “of the brigands and pirates 
twenty-one were killed, besides four 
that were brought in at the close of 
the engagement, all of whom I or- 
dered shot, and it was done accord- 
ingly.” This was certainly a drastic 
measure, and a military council look- 
ed into the matter and it was discus- 
sed in the Imperial Parliament, 
where the great Wellington himself 
spoke in behalf of Col. Prince, de- 
claring that the circumstances requir- 
ed vigorous treatment; that no mob 
should be allowed to enter a country 
and march against unprotected citi- 
zens without being severely dealt 
with. Certainly she shooting of these 
prisoners cleared Essex County of 
those styling themselves Patriots, 
The coming of John Prince to 
Sandwich was an event in its history, 
for he introduced foreign tastes and 
a flavor of the English gentleman of 
leisure. He had been a barrister in 
Gloucester, England, and came to 
Canada in search of change and sport. 
It mattered little to him where he 


Sandwich, to Sandwich he came in 
1834, accompanied by his wife, three 
sons, five English servants, and a 
box of golden guineas so heavy two 
men were required to lift it. Two 
servants, man and wife, decided to’ 
try farming, so Prince looked about 
him, and finally purehased a beauti- 
ful piece of rolling land directiy 
behind Sandwich. He stocked the 
farm with thoroughbred cattle import- 
ed from Engladn, built a house, and 
placed his retainers on the land. The 
woman, however, was an expert cook, 
and, tiring of country. lise, she and 
her husband established themselves 
in a hotel in Sandwich, where for 
years their house was famous for old 
English comfort and the excellence 
of its dinners. 

Prince then decided to occupy 
Park Farm himself. He added two 
large wings to the house, and turned 
it into what he called a shooting-box. 
He made the grounds beautiful with 
hedges, gardens and miniature lakes, 
he imported pheasants, peacocks and 
swans, and placed deer and other 
ame in the natural woods adjoining. 
When he and his family were settled 
in Park Farm his hospitality knew 
no bounds; the house was soon filled 
with sportsmen, and the stables with 
their horses. Prince spent money 
lavishly, and was never known to 
refuse a loan nor take a note for se- 
curity. 


An Unprofitable District. 


Two very interesting reports on 
portions of the Northwest. Territories, 
southwest of Hudson Bay, have just 
been issued by the Dominion Geologi- 
cal Survey. They are of especial value 
to Ontario, on account of the fact that 
the region concerning which they 
give information is that part of the 
unorganized Northwest Territories, 
formerly part of the district of Kee- 
watin, which Ontario is so strenuous. 
ly endeavoring to have added to its 
area. 

Judging from both reports there 
seems to be little prospect that the 
province will gain a region in which 
may be found any valuable economic 
minerals in paying quantities. Even 
if the difficulties of transportation 
are overcome, it is very doubtful 
whether the mineral found would re 
pay working.
